‘anese goods in China, This occurred, how- 
ever, nat as was generally thought because 
of tht’) apanese having reduced the quality 
of their goods in proportion as they thought 
theyhad ‘obtained control of the « Chi- 
nese market, but because of the great in- 
crease of the imitation of the Japanese trade 
marks in China.

put on the market au inferior production 
comes on to compete with it, and, of course, 
the salo Of therfirst is discredited, It is an 
undoubted fact Chioa is the only country 
that could successfully: imitate : Japanese 
products, as itis the only country ia which 
the gost of production is less thao in Japan, 
Nor, with'the prowth of iadustries in China, 
is the crop of shoddy imitations In the mar- 
‘kets of the East likely to diminish.

It need hardly bo repeated 
that the | nate has heen established as a 
preliminsy sicp towards ic-inauguration of 
Upper and lower Houses of Parliament, in 
order to ascerlain public opinion. The.two 
Presidents are to be Princes, Dukes or 
Ministers of State of recognised merit and 
well versed in Stateaffairs, This regulation,: 
of necessity, leaves very great latitude for 
the exercise of diserctional sclection on the 
part of the Throne; gnd, in fact, the whole 
organisation, of this new body is’ permeated 
with the same predominating influénce that 
the Imperial Head retains to itself,, Senators 
tre to be appointed by governmental gclec- 
tion or by election, and it is laid down as a 
first’principle that within the Senate all are 
equal in despite-of rank’ or standing.
